Associated Press Story Confirms the 
Constitution’s Scoop. 

Nashville, Tenn., July 6. 
conference of the people’s party assembled 
in the hall of the house-ef representatives 
at 9:30 o’clock today. 

It was expected that the 
resolutions would present their report 
after the conference had been called to 
order, but the chairman announced that 
the report would not Itkély be ready be- 
fore noon. Several resolutions were intro- 
duced and referred to the committee, and 
the conference took a recess for a short 
time. . 

At the expiration 
nouncement was made 
on resolutions would 
noon. The committee on resolutions com- 
pleted their report at 1:45 o’clock and it 
was read at 2 o’clock. The report pro- 
vides for the appointment of a committee 
on organization composed of three from 
each state, the chairman to be elected by 
the conference. It also provided for an ex- 
ecutive committee of five to co-operate 
with the national executive committee 
when that committee acts on the line of 
popular principles. This committee will act 
until the next national convention. The 
report declares in favor of thorough rTe- 
organization and education even by civil 
districts if mecéssary. 

At the afternoon session the time was 
devoted to the discussion of an address to 
the people, which was adopted. The address 
is lengthy and scores both the republican 
and: democratic parties, declares against 
ftision, says free silver will not bring relief 
until trusts, combines and rings are abol- 
ished, reaffirms the platform of the party, 
especially as to the initiative and referen- 
dum, and calls upon all to join in the con- 
test now waging.

At Elwood street the 
car had gon¢ about half-way down the hill, 
when it jumped the track. Closely follow- 
ing it came an open summer car with a 
trailer, both densely packed with people. 
Before the second car couid be estopped it 
crashed into the derailed car. Hardly had 
the first collision happened before a third 
car, theavily laden, came down the hill at 
full speed and forced its way into the 
wreckage.

CHATTANOOGA HAS A STORM 


Lightning Sets a Sanitarious on Fire 
and It Burns Down. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., July 6.—(Special.)— 
A terrific rain and thunder storm prevailed 
here today,. and the electric display was 
the most remarkable ever seen in Chatta- 

nooga. 

During the storm lightning struck the 
Missionary Ridge sanitarium, owned and 
operated by Dr. R. P. Johnson, formerly 
of Akron, O. There were several inmates 
of the sanitarium in the building at the 
time, two of whom were stunned by the 
bolt an@ were got from the building 
with much diffieulty. 

The sanitarium, which has forty rooms, 
was fire§ by the lightning and@ in an incred- 
ibly short time the building was destroyed. 
Nothing was saved, and the loss will 
amount to nearly $20,000; insurance, $13,000. 

Lightning struck the residence of Newell 
Sanders and the bolt descending by the 
chimney destroyed the tiled hearths in sev- 
eral of the rooms. No one was hurt and 
the fire was extinguished before it amount- 
ed to anything.

THERMOMETERS ‘SHOWED 102. 


Intense Heat Causes Three Deaths and 
Eleven Prostrations. 

New York, June 6—A warm wave, which 
is said to be due to » eombination of an 
area of low pressure to the north, 
high pressure area to the south, struck this 
city today and at noon the thermometers 
on the level registered 102 degrees, 
while the humidity record was 91 degrees. 
As a result of this Intense heat there were 
three deaths and eleven prostrations. 
‘Toward evening, however, the shy be- 
came overeast and there was a fall of 12 
degrees between 5 and 10 p. m. This drop, 
however, was in the thermometer at the 
weather bureau, Where it registered 8&8 de- 
grees at 5 p. m. and alt 10. 76, while at 9

THEIR EXPENSES VERY LIGHT. 


Special Envoy Reed Dined at Wind- 
sor Castle. 

London, July 6—It has been erroneously 
reported from Amertca that the expenses 
of the special United States embassy at 
the queen's jubilee were £8,000. 

The state department only allowed £2,600 
for the expenses, and probably 
quarter of this amount Tas been used, as 
Mr. Reid, the United States special envoy, 
and his secretaries are paying their own 
expenses.

BREEZY TALKS ON BEET BOUNTY 


‘Senators from Nebraska Engage in a 


Lively Tilt and Some Private 
Procedure Was Brought to 
the Front—Bacon Ex- 
plains His Vote.

Washington, July 6—The senate will vote 
d@pon the tariff tomorrow. An agreement 
to that effect was reached this afternoon 
and everybody in the senate drew a sigh 
of relief when the annovhcement was made. 

It has been tiresome enough work from 
the republican standpoint, but even more 
tiresome from the standpoint pf the demo- 
crats who see in the measure nothing but 
a failure to better the material conditions 
of the country, and now that the end is in 
sight, senators are happy. Today the beet 
sugar bounty question was the one attract- 
ing more attention. The republicans back 
ed down from their amendment, showing 
that their introduction of it |\was a mere 
bluff to fool. western farmers. 

The agreement under which tthe vote will 
be had is that debate on the tariff bill 
‘shall proceed under the five-minute rule 


.after 1 o’clock p. m. tomorrow, and that 


the final vote on the bill shall be taken 


before adjournment tomorrow.” 


Mr. Allison did not ask that the hour for 


»the vote be set, being content with the 


positive agreement that it shauld be some- 
time tomorrow. The Hmitation of speeches 
after 1 o'clock to five minutes will bring 
the debate within narrow limits. The an- 
nouncement by the vice president that the 
agreement was perfected led to a general 
exchange of congratulations among sen- 
ators. ; 

During the day the anti-trust question 
was debated at length and Mr. Pettus’s 
amendment was defeated 38 to 36. Mr. 
Allen again offered the amendment for a 
quarter-cent bourty on beet sugar. It led 
to Iively and somewhat personal speeches 
from the two Nebraska senators, after 


(which the Allen amendment was tabled— 


6S to 8, the populists and silver republicans 
being the only ones recorded against the 
motion to table. : 

Early in the day Mr. Bacon made a per- 
sonal explanation of his vote for Mr. Mills’s 
amendment to impose a tax of 5 per cent 
on all manufactured products. He had, he 
said, given the amendment his vote with- 
out dué deliberation. If the imposition of 
euch a tax could be confined to the sugar 
trust and other gigantic concerns existing 
in open violatiqn of the law, it would 
commend itself t> his judgment, but as it 
would touch every village and hamlet in 
the land and lay its hand on the most 
humble, he frankly avowed hits regret for 
the vote cast yesterday. 

Mr. Bate, of Tennessee. took the floor 
then and delivered a set speech against the 
tariff bill. He made a general argument 


‘against the measure from the standpoint, 


as he announced, of an advocate of ‘‘fair 


‘trade and free silver.” 


The senator analyzed the bill tn its bear- 
ing on the agricultural industry, saying it 
was des'gned to fool the farmers by giving 
him fictitious protection on his oducts 
while real protection was given all 
the articles consumed by him. Hée/criti- 
cised the steady extension of the 
tive policy, saying the slogan of the day 
was “a tariff for robbery’’ instead of ‘a 
tariff for revenue.”’ It arrayed us against 
the world, making the United States the 
Ishmael among nations. 


To Head Off the Sugar Trust. 

Mer. Pettus then offered an amendment 
declaring unlawful the importation of 
sugar by any trust or combination operat- 
ing in restraint of trade or for the purpose 
of advancing the price of sugar. The 
amendment also provides for the forfeiture 
of sugar so imported and directs the at- 
torney general to enforce the forfeiture 
and to prosecute trusts, combinations, etc. 
The senattor spoke at length im support of 
the amendment: referring to the general 
absorption of wealth in the hands of vast 
concerns. 

Mr. Chilton, of Texas, followed with an 
arraignment of the trusts arguing that 
they were fostered by the tariff. 

Mr. Morgan followed with another speech 
against trusts. He. favored the amendment 
of his colleague, Mr. Pettus, but said he- 
wouFki attach to it another and a more far- 
reaching proposition. He thought -seizure 
and confiscation provided for by Mr. Pet- 
tus’s amendment might, as in the case of 
the sugar trust, enable the trust to put up 
the price of sugar pending ‘action in the 
courts and he suggested a modification 
which would provide for the immediate 
s@le of articles seized. 

Mr. Caffery did not belleve that the Pet- 
tus amendment would affect the sugar 
trust. If the trust was stopped from im- 
porting sugar, sugar would be imported 
on other accounts and be brought by the 
trust into the New York market. 

Mr. Pettus said he did not) expect with 
his amendment to destroy the trust. It 
would only build a fence across one of its 
roads. 

The vote was then taken om the Pettus 
amendment and it was last—26 to 38. 
Messrs. Teller and Heitfeld vpted with the 
democrats in favor of the amendment and 
Messrs. McEnery and Stewart with the re- 
publicans in the negative. Mr. Butier fol- 
lowed this vote with a few remarks on the 
futility of these anti-trust amendments. 

Mr Stewart said he believed now as he 
did in 1834, that these anti-trust amend- 
Ments would never be  effettive except 
Where they ought not to be effective. That 
is -against: labor combinations. The Chil- 
ton amendment was also lost®28 to 31. 

Mr. Caffery then offered an amendment 
to strike out all the differential on refined 
Sugar. which was lost—28 to 34.

President of United Mine Workers Says 
Strike Outlook Is Bright. 


ENCOURAGING REPORTS COME

All the Men in the Pittsburg District 
Nearly Have Quit Work. 


GREATEST ABUNDANCE OF AID I$ OFFERED 


——— 


Head of the Organization Declares That 
the Coal Diggers Cannot Fail 
This Time. 


Columbus, O., July 6.—President Ratch- 
ford, of the United Mine Workers, is 
greatly pleased with the progress of the 
present strike and regards the outlook as 
exceedingly bright. 

An encouraging report was received from 
the Pittsburg district this morning which 
Stated that with the exception of the mine 
of the New York and Cleveland Gas Com- 
pany and one or two mines where the 
miners are under contract all were out. It 
is stated that. District President Dolan, of 
Pittsburg, expects the miners employed by 
the New York and Cleveland Gas Company 
to join the suspension in a day or two. It 
is said that when the miners of the above 
company quit it will have the effect of 
bringing other min@¥fs out regardless of the 
contracts they may be under. 

The Pittsburg district is the only one a 
report has yet been received from at the 
national headquarters tn this city. Noth- 
ing had been heard from West Virginia 
by the national officers this morning, but a 
report was expected from that section some 
time during the day. Speaking of the 
Situation today President Ratchford said: 

“In some disorganized districts the 
miners are holding back to satisfy them- 
selves that the movement will be zeneral 
betore taking part in it. On this point they 
need have no doubt Nor should they, | 
manifest any weakness by urging others to 
take the initiative. The movement ts for 
the benefit of the whole and _ will require 
the efforts of all to insure sucess. It is 
Sircerely hoped that this spirit will not 
long continue to exist. Men never free 
themselves by {inviting the other fellow to 
go foremost in the fight.” 

Speaking of the magnitude of the strike 
and the interest being taken tn it President | 
Ratchford said: 

“The enormity of this movement 
tracting the attention of the country. Our 

national. legislature and members of the 

national cabinet express some alarm at 
the outcome of the present conflict. . This 
is the first time in the history of the min- 
ing trade that the question of our wages or 
our trade affairs has given high officials 
any particular concern. We are pleased to 
know that even now tnterest is being ex- 
pressed in the peaceful solution of this and 

Other difficulties.” 

In regard to legislation for the benefit 
of miners and workingmen President 
Ratchford said: 

“National legislation looking to the 
establishment of a shorter eight-hour work 
day and the,enactment of a minimum wage 
law as well as nationa) arbicration for the 
settlement of future difficulties may be ex- 
pected. This. however, will depend on our- 
selves, for if our miners content them- 
Selves with their lot, and if they are satis- 
fied to live on tn slavery the national! con- 
gress will offer but little legislation. It is 
to be hoped that every man in the coun- 
try will lay down his pick and thereby do 
bis part to ‘bring about a better situation 
for himself and his posterity.

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GOVERNMENT AID IS INVOKED. 


United States Court Issues Order 

Which Protects Working Miners. 

Cincinnati, July 6.—A very important 
step was taken here today In connection 
with the local miners’ strike, which puts 
the power of the United States against all 
violence or unlawful acts in at least a por- 
tion of the territory in Ohlo. 

An order of the United States circuit 
court, southern district of Oh!fo, eastern 
division. was made by Judge Tiaft upon a 
showing made by M. T. Herrick and Robert 
Blickensderfer, receivers of the Wheeling | 
and Lake Erie Railway Company and of 
the Wheeling, Lake Erie and Pittsburg 
Coal Company, whereby the United States 
marshal is directed to protect their miners 
at work and to prevent unlawful interfer- 
ence with the operation of their railway. 


STRIKE ORDER WELL OBEYED. 


Fifteen Thousand Diggers Threw Down 
Their Tools and Quit Work 

Pittsburg, Pa., July 6.—The etrike order 
of the national executive board of the 
United Mine Workers of America was 
obeyed by from 10.000 to 15,000 of the 21,000 
miners in the Pittsburg distwict today. 

The great struggle is now on in earnest 
and the developments of the next few days 
will determine the success or fallure of 
the fight for a uniform mining rate. 

Pittsburg is the pivotal point in the five 
states engaged in the contest and the suc- 
cess of the local officials in their efforts 
to secure a general suspension in this dis- 
trict will have an important bearing on 
the outcome of the movement. 

While it is estimated that at least two- 
thirds of the miners have thrown down 
their picks, enough men are still at work, 
however, to seriously impair the chances, 
unless they can ultimately be brought out. 
This President Dolan confidently claims 
can be done. 

The operators on the other hand are in 
nowise disconoerted and assert that the 
strike cannot succeed. The first break in 
the operators’ tanks was made this after- 
noon by J. W. Steen, of the O. I. C. mines, 
at Rossville. 

The diggers refuwed to work and the 
mine was clowed down, but a notice was 
posted that after today the @& cent rate 
would be paid.

DR. A.N. TALLEY DEAD 


Carolinian Who Had Attained Prominence 
Passes Away. 


LED A LIFE OF USEFULNESS 


Known Throughout the State He 
Possessed the Respect and Es- 
teem of All. 


Columbia, 8. C., July 6.—(Special.)—Dr. 
A. N. Talley died here today. 

Dr. Talley was born in Washington, Ga., 
in 1827; his parents, who were Huguenots, 
later moving to Charleston. In ’6l he en- 
tered the confederate army, being made 
medical director of South Carolina, asd in 
November, 1861, was appointed presidént of 
the Confederate States army board of medi- 
cal examiners. He held this to the close of 
the war. 

Dr. Talley was present at the famous 
Hampton Roads conference. 

After the war he was elected to the chatr 
of practice of medicine in the South Caro- 
lina college. He wrote a work, “A Manual 
of Military Surgery.” 

His grandfather and great-grandfather 
were both soldiers in the revolutionary 
war and were under arms at the surrender 
at Yorktown. 

The news that Dr. Talley te no more will 
move deeply the sympathies of this city, 
where for nearly seventy years he has 
lived and moved and had his rounded being. 

The son of that pious divine, the Rev. 
Alexander Nicholas Talley, sd well known 
to the Methodist church of the state, the 
deceased was born here, educated here in 
the city schools, and finally graduated in 
the South Carolina college, in the class of 
1848, with his brother, William Henry Tal- 
ley, and other distinguished alumni. 

Fixing upon the profession of medicine 
for his life work, Dr. Talley won his diplo- 
ma and forthwith began his labors as 
Physician and ‘surgeon in this community. 
When the war came on, he promptly re- 
sponded to the call of duty, and the result 
was a confederate medical and surgigal 
record of which any man might be d. 
He was as true to the confederate/cause 
as is the neédle to the pole. 


Atter the war he returned to Columbia 


and resumed his practice His record as 
———- and surgeon is before the oity 

the state. It is contained in the work 
he has done; in the pain he has alleviated; 
in the skill he has displayed; in the cures 
that, under God, he’ has effected, and it is 
further written in the hearts 
homes of his patients of all classes and 
conditions of life. 

Nor was Dr. Talley physician and sur- 
geon only. He was a highly educated man, 
and his attainments as a scholar in science 
and in literature were considerable. He 
talked well, he wrote well, he spoke well, 
and, to crown ik all, he acted weil his part 
as a symmetrical man. - 


Dr. Talley was identified with the South 


Carolina college. He served and loved his 
alma mater as a loyal son should. 

He was, further, a man of affairs. He 
was to be found doing his part in every 
public enterprise, looking to the betterment 
of Columbia. He served for a numbe of 
years as a member of the state asylum 
board, and he was to the last president of 
the Central National bank: Skillful in his 
profession; most considerate of his patients 
and most indulgent; a man of broad cul- 
ture; a man of sound business judgment; a 
public spirited citizen; a heroic character 
in private life; an earnest churchman in the 
church of his choice. These, sur a 
characteristics enough to make him the 
great and good man he may rightfully be 
called; these, surely, are titles to his en- 
during honor. 

The fruitage of good deeds ennobles his 
career and dignifies his memory. The 
sunset of his life was in accord with its 
sunrise and its morn. When sorrows came 
to him, his friends, prompted by woman's 
noble instincts, had his portrait inted 
and it was placed, in- honor and in in 
the library room of the South Carolina 
college, there to hang with the pictlures 
of many other worthies of the state, who 
rank with the best of those who made the 
glory of Greece and the grandeur of Rome. 
And further, when disease came, and 
God’s* finger touched the busy worker 
warrior, who had kept his harness on until 
weakness disabled him, then his friends 
ministered unto him with their abundant 
sympathies and their loving tributes until 
the dying physician was made to realize 
the beauty and the reality of friendship; 
and thus were stirred the deeps of his 
great heart. 

So, with that grand and sweet accom- 

animent of old age, embodied in “honor, 
ove, obedience and troops of friends,”’ our 
friend passed away after the agony of pain 
to the peace of God. 

Thus Columbia loses one of its most 
honored citizens, and the state a son than 
whom none loved her more, or more de- 
served to exemplify her highest tone and 
her best thought. 

A writer, himself a distinguished man of 
medicine, writing of the reward of the 
physician, says: “For him the victor’s 
crown comes from the hand of the immor- 
tal God: his glory from the satisfaction of 
doing a great and glorious work; his re- 
nown from the gratitude of his fellow-men.

“Wholesale liquor houses shall be re- 
quired to close their doors on Christmas 
day of every year, and at all other times 
when retail liquor dealers are required to 
close their places, except on holidays other 
than Sundays and Christmas days, whole- 
sale dealers may ship goods to the trade 
outside the city.” ° 

Under this ordinance the retail dealers 
claim that the wholesale dealers have no 
right to sell liquor to the city trade. 

As three cases have been made against 
wholesale dealers for allowing liquor drank 
on the premises where it was sold, the 
question as to the right of the wholesale 
dealers to keep open on legal holidays may 
be decided by the recorder.

Little Emily Woodroof Is Pronounced To 


Be Improving. 


THE CASE 1S A FAMOUS ONE 


Operation Resulted in a Stir Among 
the Medical. Fraternity. 


SHE NOW GROWS BETTER WITH EACH BAY 


Her Learning Will Be Slow, but There 
Are Signs of Vast Improvement 
in Her Mental Condition.

Time enough has elapsed to pee the re- 
sult of the remarkable operation perform- 
ed several months ago upon little Emily 
Woodrvof, and now it is announced that 
the child will soon be normal, mentally 
and physically. 

The operation to which the ehild was 
subjected was one of the most difficult 
ever made by skilled hands. Her case 
will be remembered as one the publicity 
of which caused the hearing with the 
medical assoctation and resulted in charges 
being preferred against several physicians 
who took part in the operation. 

Emily Woodroof was an eleven-year-old 
child, who resided with her parents at 4 
Castleberry street. As the child grew older 
it was noticed that she did not have the 
mental capacity of her associates. Physi- 
cally she was well developed, but there 
was an expression which told that her 
mind was not stamped with the intelli- 
gence usual for one of her age. 

She was sent to school, but made no 
progress there, and it was only by hard 
efforts that the simplést and most ele- 
mentary principles were taught to_ her. 
What had been learned the day before 
was often lost the next. The case per- 
plexed and gtieved her mother, who is a 
woman of more than ordinary intelligence 
and culture. The cause of the apparent 
dullness in the little girl was difficult to 
understand. 

The child was often at the house of 
Mr. W. B. Lowe, who ts an uncle of Mrs, 
Woodroof, and it was he who one day 
proposed that the girl be submitted to Dr. 
Pinckney. Upon examination he said that 
the condition of the girl was due to the 
malformation of the skull which pressed 
against the brain, preventing full dével- 
opment. After consultation with some of 
the best known specialists of Atlanta, the 
mother was informed that an operation 
could be performed which might relieve 
the child. She was given to understand 
that this would be extremely dangerous 
and might result fatally, but Mrs. Wood- 
roof said that she was willing to let the 
operation be performed, 

This was done. A V-shaped incision was 
made across the skull,.and the sides were 
lifted to allow the proper development of 
the brain. The operation itself was won- 
derfully successful and the child, after 
a few days, felt no fil effects. As to the 
result mentally it required time to tell, 
and since the operation the mother has 
been watching the lUttle. girl with anxious 
care. 

Interest in the case *has been great. 
Hundreds of letters from, all parts of the 
state have been received by The Constitu- 
tion each day asking” the result of the 
case. The family has recefved’ numerous 
requests of a similar nature, 

A fepresentatiye of The Constitution 
called at the home of Mrs. Woodroof yes- 
terday. It was learned that the girl was 
improving raptfdly. 

“Of course,’ said her brother, who was 
seen, ‘“‘the improvement will have to be 
slow, but everybody says that she is im- 
proving and we think that she will soon 
be all right.’’
